The reason for this may lie that the Young Turk^ are not yet 
threatened by the working ckiss. The wage workers in Tiir- 
key do not yet count as a jKililical factor, 'llieir -ocial dcinaniK 
are still »o naxlest that the Young Turks can easily satisfy Uieiii. 

The Tnrkish revolutionists arc evidently backeil v by sonic 
western powers, it seems Germany and England. U ilJJJjycn said 
that Rcschad Bey. the Ttnkis-h attache in Berlin, aii.adaxaM ‘‘Young 
Turk" — an Arab, by the way—lielU all the thrtaik.of the move¬ 
ment. 

Of course, Russia does not like to see the Consiitulionalists suc¬ 
ceed for reasons that are obvious. But luckily Rn—ia i.s now so 
weak that the Young Turks arc in a position to fiiii.-ti their reforms 
without any interference from that side. 


Of course, the officers in Turkey arc not a privilegexl caste as in 
1 'nis.sia and Germany. Nor do they belong to the nobility, as m Eng¬ 
land. They do not even represent the wealthy bourgeois class as 
they do in France. 

The officers in Turkey are educated proletarians in tlie sci'vice 
of llieir country. They have been poorly paid and often no', paid 
at all for a long time, while the.government re.'ciiues were c«.ten up 
by the sultan's hare'll and the palace i»rasites. 

In former days, when the officers were as ignorant and as fa¬ 
natical as the rest of the population, this could not go on without pro¬ 
test. 

But after these officers had received a European ediicalion, and 
were filled with Eurojican ideas, they naturally resented this -treat¬ 
ment. 


However, the Young Turks arc by no means cut of ihC vvckxIs, 
Constantinople is not Turkey. There may be iipri.«iiigs all over the 
country, particularly in Asia. 

To withstaml these, the Y'oiing Turks will have to adi'jjt /tco im¬ 
portant measures. 

First, the establishment of univer.sal military duly, which will in¬ 
clude the non-Mohamme<laiis in the military service. That will put 
an end to the power of the ulema over the common soldier. 

And second, which is even of more importance, a fundamrtital 
agrarian and tax rcfonii, which will attach the Turkish peasant to 
the new regime.

THE REASON 


The supply of hides in the United States is far short of the demand. The domestic market is controlled by the Beef Trust, which 
is now in the tanning, as well as the packing, business. The independent tanner must buy his hides from his comi^tors, the 
packer-tanners (Beef Trust), as the present tariff prevents him from buying this raw material in the markets of the world. 

As a result, South American hides (South America being the great^t sopree of supply) are being sent abroad and tanned in 
Europe, depriving American labor of its proper share of emp|^ment, besides adding an increased cost to every leather commod¬ 
ity. There is practically no labor expended in preparing a and consequently no labor interest is benefited by this tariff.
